The change was made pur- 
suant to the draft constitution 
drawn up at the Conservative 
convention in Winnipeg last De- 
cember, when John Bracken, 
former premier of Manitoba, was 
chosen national leader, and the 
mame was changed to Progres- 
sive Conservative, 

There was a spirited debate over 
the proposal of the committee on 
organization to restrict member- 
ship in the association to a “par- 
liament” of about 100 to be select- 
ed by prescribed method and re- 
presentative of all Canada.

ly against this restriction, and R. 
H. McGregor, federal member for 
York East, declared that “this 
party cannot live if it is to be dom- 
inated by a clique.” 

Finally, it was agreed that the} 
executive membership would be} 
restricted as suggested in the re-| 
port, but that there would be a) 
general membership without vot-|

CHUNGKING, March 15. — 
(AP)—Chinese troops west of the 
Salween river in the southwestern 


province of Yunnan have thrown 
back Japanese forces after caus- 
ing them about 1,500 casualties, a 
Chinese communique said. 

At least 1,000 Japanese dead were 
carried back to the Japanese base 
of Tengyueh, it was said

Be Costly Task

Jand, sea and air attacks this year 
designed to keep the enemy on the 
defensive and permit us to strike 
where we choose and establish a 
bridgehead on the continent. 

Hitler undoubtedly will attempt 
to regain the initiative in Russia 
or elsewhere this year, even if only 
for indecisive, short-lived attacks 
that would delay our invasion plans. 

The mustering of Allied power, 
especially in the air, in the Euro- 
bean and African theatres means 
that when Tunisia is cleaned up 
we are going to strike at many 
points in both the Mediterranean 
and along the northern European 
coast. These thrusts will be" de- 
signed to force the enemy to dis- 
tribute his defensive strength in 
a thin line or leave some avenues 
of approach virtually undefended. 

Every point at which we strike 
in Europe potentially will be the 
point of a major invasion because 
we will be in a position quickly to 
develop any bridgehead we estab- 
lish. Once we force the enemy to 
fight in two or more fronts we will 
be in a position to rally the guerilla 
strentgh of occupied countries and 
to attack other points closer to 
Berlin, Only then will we be able to 
take full advantage of the war on 
the eastern front. 

KEEP AXIS GUESSING 

The Allied purpose is to keep the 
Axis guessing as to where and; 
when we will strike, and this has 
resulted in considerable speculation 
as to the best avenue for attack. 

One plan discussed in London 
calls for an invasion by way of 
Greece. This would have the ad- 
vantage of stretching enemy lines 
to the limit across Europe and, if 
successful, of opening the Darda- 
nelles route for Allied convoys 
through the Black Sea to Russia. In 
effect, we would seek to make a 
junction with the Red army, 

What we expect to do this year 
is coming into dim outline in words 
and deeds. 


The British, Canadian and 
American air forces already have 
started the pre-invasion “soften- 
ing up” of the Axis, but it would 
be foolhardy to assume that the 
present scale of aerial attack can 
achieve that goal. We have made 
only a beginning and the current 
scale of planes and bombs must 
be increased many times. 

The appointment of Gen. Sir Har- | 
old Alexander and Gen. Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery, under U.S 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, to 
drive the enemy out of Tunisia in- 
dicated another phase of our plans. ; 
Alexander is a handsome, soft- 
spoken administrator who knows 
modern warfare from Dunkirk to 
the Burma Road. Montgomery is a 
cold relentless strategist who was 
more than a match for roughhouse 
Rommel. 

Seeing them together, you get 
the idea of organization, striking, 
power and endurance, They are 
not in the Mediterranean merely to 
clean out Tunisia. 

HEAVIER CASUALTIES 

Our commanders expect much | 
heavier casualties as we intensify | 
our offensive operations to break | 
the Goebbels myth of the impreg- | 
nability of the European fortress. 

Hitler certainly will attempt to | 
seize the initiative at sea this 
spring, probably within a month, | 
by launching an unprecedented U-| 
boat offensive to cut off Allied men | 
and materials from the front lines.

Not many days are left in which to 
make that intended but neglected contri- 
bufion to the Red Cross funds.

Keep Them 


Subscriptions to the last Victory Loan 
totalled more than $991,000,000. Individual 
subscribers supplied more than $441,000,- 
000, well up toward half of the total 
amount. The balance came from business 
corporations, provincial governments, 
municipal councils and school boards. 

This marks the loan as having been a 
“public” financing operation without pre- 
cedent. The amount subscribed by individ- 
uals was by far the largest on record. The 
proportion thus subscribed fell below only 
the per centage in the previous loan. 

The “big shots” did not put up money, 
and were not asked to. It came out of the 
earnings and savings of men and women in 
all walks of life, in amounts large and 
small. Even the provincial and municipal 
funds invested in the bonds came from the 
pockets of the many, not the few; and the 
private corporation subscribers also repre- 
sent a multitude of stock-holders who do 
not rank as millionaires. 

This great army of Canadians never did 
and never could put money to better use or 
in a safer investment. Having made the 
effort and obtained the bonds, they should 
hang onto these as a sure protection 
against future want. To sell a bond unless 
compelled to do so is folly.

They Didn’t Dare 

Berlin radio is again broadcasting 
threats of the terrible revenge to fall upon 
the people of Great Britain because Ger- 
man civilians have been killed, injured, 
and suffered the loss of homes during 
R.A.F. raids. From the Nazi point of view 
it was of course quite proper to shower 
bombs on the residential districts of Lon- 
don, on Canterbury and on Coventry; but 
is a crime unspeakable that British bombs 
should be hurled at German munitions 
plants at the risk of missing the targets 
and harming civilians. From the repeated 
protests, it is to be gathered that even 
Goebbels can no longer muster up enough 
hardihood to tell his hearers the raids do 
only “trifling damage’’. 

As for the threats, they are probably 
empty. If the abandoned wretches who set 
the morals and methods of Nazi warfare 
had known of any more fiendish device 
they dare employ against the people of 
Britain than those they have employed, 
that device would have been used long ago. 
If any instrument of savagery has been 
held in reserve—such as poison gas—it 
was only held in reserve because the gang- 
sters knew that reprisals would be infin- 
itely worse for Germany than the attack 
would be for Britain. They know that now 
more definitely than ever before—and so 
do considerable numbers of German non- 
Nazis. 
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We Haven't Won Yet 


The smashing attack launched by Axis 
forces in the Donets area confirms and 
emphasizes the repeated warnings given 
by President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill against assumptions that the 
enemy in Europe had been crippled. A sim- 
ilar salutary significance can be seen in 
the Japanese offensive .that has bridged 
the Yangtse and is sweeping into the heart 
of Chungking territory, 

In neither theatre has the power of the 
enemy been broken. The hammer blows of 
the Red army are not to be discounted, but 
they have not threatened and do not 
threaten collapse of the Nazj power. And 
the heroic resistance of the Chinese, with 
what assistance the Allies have been able 
to give, has not reversed the tide of battle 
in China. 

Any notion that the war has been virtu- 
ally won and that victory is in sight is a 
sinister delusion, and something very like 
that notion has been gaining headway in 
Canada since the Russian winter campaign 
began to roll westward and some Japanese 
foot-holds in the South Pacific islands 
were taken from them, We shall—whether 
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Saturday Night Radio Review 


we like it or not—have to accept the sober 
realization that the enemy is still terrific 
in strength, and vigilant to take advantage 
of any slackening on the part of the Allies, 
whether it be on the fighting fronts or in 
the tempo of production. 

To over-stress personal interests or 
class interests in a time like this is sabot- 
age—none the less because unintentional. 
Even forethought as to post-war conditions 
can be dangerous if it is allowed to detract 
attention and energy from the one all- 
important duty of making sure that we, 
not the Axis bosses, will have the shaping 
of those conditions. 


What is happening in southern Russia 
and in central China is a solemn warning 
that complacency and cocksureness are not 
only out of place but positively dangerous.

Production 


Editor, Bulletin: The federal 
government has told us that they 
require an increase in all lines of 
agricultural production with the 
exception of wheat. Last year we 
farmers in Western Canada pro 
duced to the .extreme of our 
physical capacity. We have con 
fronting us this spring the problem 
of trying to save a large part of the 
1942 crop in addition to seeding 
the crop for 1942. Added to all this 
we have much more livestock and 
poultry on the farms in the west 
than we have ever seen before. | 

Mr Churchill says there are over 
300,000 Jtalian prisoners of war 
now being held by the British gov- 
ernment. We presume that many 
of these are still being held in 
Africa where their food will have 
to be transported over long dis 


tances. According to press reports 
Canadian wheat is already being 
landed in North Africa.
